material costs--Welfare--Medicare--Medicaid, up, up, up, - with no end in 
sight.

Building Inspector’s Report Deceiving 


The Building Inspecter’s report sounds very impressive at $5%2 million 
of new construction, but, let’s break it down. Of the $5.5 million, 2% 
million for homes assessed at 40% will bring to the town treasury only 
some $80,000. Almost $2 million of permits were issued just last month, 
and construction hasn’t even started as yet, and the balance has very little 
taxable value because it is mostly repairs and alterations; therefor, if the 
taxable value reaches $125,000 it will be very generous. 

What must also be kept in mind is that when the town goes into 100% 
valuation, the homeowners taxes will increase some 20% over the present 
amount.

March 31, is the general enrollment 
period for enrolling in the supple- 
mentary medical insurance under S.S. 

Mr. Murphy emphasized that this 
is the last chance for those persons 
born prior to 10/1/01 who have 
never enrolled to take advantage of 
this insurance. 

This general Enrollment period 
will also allow those persons born 
after 10/1/01 who did not enroll 
during their initial enrollment period 
to enroll now. 

Enrollment in this period would 
entitle these individuals. to supple- 
mentary medical insurance effective 
with 7/1/29. The cost of the pre- 
miums will be $4.40 or $4.80 if it is 
the last chance.

In an interview with the Agawam 
News today, Dr. Paul Query made 
the following announcement 
concerning the proposed Main St.

BUDGET GUTS HURT 
MENTALLY ILL 


Mass. is defaulting on its promise 
to the thousands of its citizens, men, 
women, and children, who are 
mentally ill or will become ill in the 
next few years, according to Irving H. 
Chase, Pres. of the Mass. Assoc. for 
Mental Health. “The bright promise 
of 2 years ago following a special 
session of the legislature, called by 
Gov. Volpe, to provide funds and 
professional manpower to help get 
the mentally ill out of the giant 
mentalinstitutions, or to keep them 
from ever having to go into the 
institutions through the development 
of comprehensive community mental 
health programs throughout the 
Commonwealth, has been bitterly ex- 
ploded by the news contained in the 
Governor’s proposed budget for fiscal 
1970,” Mr. Chase declared. 

The Dept. of Mental Health has 
been allowed only 255 new jobs, 
many of which are for caretaking 
services, instead of the 1000 posit- 
ions needed for new treatment and 
personnel in our communities. “The 
citizens in our cities and towns are 
bitterly complaining now about the 
unmet promises to them, and the 
area boards are finding that their 
distinguished citizen members, ap- 
pointed by Volpe over a year ago, are 
threatening to resign unless they are 
given the funds to put their com- 
munity programs into operation. This 
cannot be delayed another year,” 
said Chase. 

“20 years ago 33c of every tax 
dollar went to treat thymentally ill. 
In 1959, this had shrunk to 14c. 
Today, the Governor’s budget would 
reduce this to 8%c. This year, the 
needs of the mentally ill were given a 
brushoff with a mere increase of $4 
million compared to a total state 
budget inctease of about $250 mil- 
lion. Yet, the mentally ill require an 
immediate increase in order to begin 
to implement the community mental 
health act. 

“It is a mockery of the gov. 
system for legislation to be passed 
but with the funds to implement it 
being denied from year to year. The 
$4 million increase does not even 
cover ordinary inflationary costs and 
fails completely to meet the need for 
more professional workers to treat 
the mentally ill. The least the Com- 
monwealth could do is to give the D. 
of M.H. the $19 million in medicaid 
funds which are paid to treat the 
mentally ill but which instead have 
gone into the state treasury. 


“We call on the Gov. and on the 
leadership of the Gen. Court to keep 
faith with the 200,000 citizens of 
Mass. who are seriously mentally ill 
today and by fulfilling the great 
promises made just 2 years ago. 
Failure to do so will halt the real 
progress now being made and will be 
tragic to the mentally ill and their 
families,” Chase said.

DENTAL TRAINING 


High school students interested in 
devoting the summer to scientific 
research are invited to apply for the 
Junior Dental Scientist Award being 
offered by the Tufts U. School of 
Dental Medicine. Eligibility is open 
to any H.S. student who will not 
graduate until the summer of 1969. 

Junior scientists ,receiving the 
traineeship award will spend 8 weeks 
on a research project in the dental 
school’s labs in Boston, according to 
the dir. of the summer program, 
Donald B. Giddon, D.M.D., Ph.D. 

“The students selected will receive 
a $300 stipend and will work directly 
under members of the dental school 
faculty,” explains Dr. Giddon, who is 
Prof. and Chm. of the dental school’s 
Dept. of Social Dentistry. 

He emphasizes that H.S. juniors 
and seniors who apply need not have 
a special interest in dentistry, but 
that they must be boys and girls who 
are “genuinely and keenly inter- 
ested” in scientific research. Upon
